Report shows health targets have been hit 


HOSPITAL targets set by the 
government have been hit by the 
end of the financial year at 
Northampton General. 

Board papers revealed that by 
March NGH had met all of the 
standards for the first time this 
year. 

While the majority of patients 
were seen in Accident and 
Emergency within four hours, strict 
government targets require 98 per 
cent of patients to be dealt with in 
that time. 

While NGH had not achieved this 
target since November, increased 
efforts saw their figures improve by 
1.4 per cent to 98.4. 

There were also no reports of 
hospital superbug MRSA in March, 
with the total number of cases 


during the year remaining at nine 
(standard of 10). 

Paul Forden, chief executive of 
NGH, said: “I’m delighted to report 
that the trust has met all of the key 
national targets. 

“This includes those for maximum 
waiting times, cancer waiting and 
treatment times, A&E transit times 
and reducing MRSA and C Difficile 
infections. 

“We have been able to achieve all 
of this and still deliver our required 
financial surplus. 

“Our aim though is not solely to 
deliver reduced waiting times 
although it is important that we are 
able to do this. 

“We must also ensure that the 
care we deliver is safe, effective and 
centred on the needs of patients.”

Plea made for skate park

SKATEBOARDERS must be given a 
new place to go should they be 
banned from the town centre. 

Members of Northampton Borough 
Council’s general purposes commit¬ 
tee met on Tuesday to discuss new 
byelaws, which could see areas 
restricted to skateboarders, includ¬ 
ing Abington Street, the Market 
Square and around All Saints 
Church. 

Chairman of the meeting, Cllr 
David Garlick, said that skateboard¬ 


ers need somewhere to go if they are 
banned from the town centre. 

He said: “If they cannot skateboard 
in these areas, where can they go? 
What are the borough council and 
the county council doing to encour¬ 
age them to carry on in an appropri¬ 
ate way? 

“We do not want to put these 
byelaws in place without giving them 
a place to go. 

“They would be criminalised for 
doing what they enjoy. 

“We do not want to be in a situation 
where we bring these laws in, and 
three years down the line, the skate¬ 
boarders still do not have an alterna¬ 


tive. However, it is an incredibly 
small part of town they would be 
banned from - limited really to the 
town centre.” 

Josh Oren, a skateboarder in 
Northampton, agreed with Cllr 
Garlick’s view but thinks skaters 
should be asked what they want as 
an alternative. 

He said: “Of course I can admit that 
we cause a problem to some people. 
In busy streets, like Abington Street, 
there is not enough room for people 
doing their shopping and boarders. 

“But if they were to ban us from 
there, we would have to have a place 
to go. Milton Keynes has a great skate 


park, and they are building new spots 
for us from the shopping centre 
down to their main skating area at 
the Bus Station. 

“There are different disciplines in 
skating, and just building a few 
ramps does not appeal to everyone. I 
think skaters should be asked what 
they want from a skate park, and that 
it should be built before we get 
banned.” 

The byelaws will go out to consulta¬ 
tion for the public to have a say 

The byelaws include: 

■ Skateboarding in certain public 
places where it causes a danger or 
nuisance 


■ Fairground attractions that cause 
an obstruction to traffic 

■ Dangerous games near highways 

■ Playing games on highways to 
the annoyance of local residents 

■ Touting 

■ Urinating in public places 

■ Interference with road warning 
equipment 

■ Interference with life saving 
equipment.

Towns marina will put it on the waterway map 



FACILITIES at Northampton 
Marina will make it one of the 
very best in the country. 

Work is well underway on the 
new feature in Becket’s Park, 
which is set for completion in 
March 2011. 

It will offer 80 moorings, six of 
which will be for residential use. 

The remaining berths will be 
available for short-term visitors 
and pleasure craft requiring 
long term leases. 

Moorings will also be avail¬ 
able for operators of commer¬ 
cial leisure boats, such as hire 
boats and water taxis. 

As part of long-term plans to 
develop Northampton into The 
Market City, later phases of the 
Becket’s Park project could 
deliver new landscaping, light¬ 
ing, cafes and restaurants, while 
providing a busy, exciting link 
between the town centre and 
the waterside. 

Bernard Morton, chairman of 
the Inland Waterways 
Association Northampton 
Branch, believes it will rank 
very highly with some of the 
best marinas in the country. 

He said: “Northampton is a 
great place for a marina as it is a 
bridge between the Grand 


Union Canal and the River 
Nene and the River Ouse. 

“It will compare very 
favourably against other mari¬ 
nas in the country, because it 
will have all the facilities that we 
need and is in an ideal location. 

“I think what the borough 
council are planning by devel¬ 
oping the area will be good for 
the boating community and for 


the residents of the town, as it is 
easily within walking distance 
of the centre.” 

The Inland Waterways 
Association Northampton 
Branch is holding a special 
event this weekend in Becket’s 
Park, from Friday to Sunday. 

Members of the public are 
welcome to visit and explore 
the boats. 


New voters sign up 
to head to the polls

A LAST minute surge in applica¬ 
tions means almost 1,200 new 
voters will be going to the polls 
in Northampton for this year’s 
General Election. 

The lists of candidates for the 
Northampton North and 
Northampton South constituen¬ 
cies have been finalised with 
64,230 people eligible to vote in 
the North and 66,923 in the 
South. 

During April the borough coun¬ 
cil’s electoral services team 
processed 1,186 forms from peo¬ 
ple wanting to be added to the 
Register of Electors. 


David Kennedy, acting return¬ 
ing officer for Northampton 
North and Northampton South 
said: “The right to vote means 
that we all have a say in who runs 
the country. 

“The council’s electoral services 
team have been working hard to 
process every application 
received ahead of the deadline. 
With adverts in the media and 
everywhere you look there has 
been a concerted effort to make 
sure no one misses out on their 
right to vote.” 

This will also be the first 
General Election following a 
review of Northampton’s parlia¬ 
mentary constituencies. 

So for some people, when they 


vote next week, they will be cast¬ 
ing their vote in an entirely dif¬ 
ferent constituency than they did 
five years ago. 

Mr Kennedy added: “I would 
urge everyone to find out about 
the candidates standing in your 
area and use your vote to support 
whoever you feel would best rep¬ 
resent you in Parliament.”

Keep your eyes peeled for potential ravers 


POLICE are reminding residents 
to be extra vigilant and are 
warning would-be ‘ravers’ as the 
warmer weather and bank 
holiday weekend increases the 
potential for unlicensed 
gatherings. 

Although the county does not 
have a huge problem with raves, 
evidence suggests that bank 
holiday weekends can attract 
specific attention from 
organisers of such events. 

Superintendent Sean Bell, from 
the Operations Department, 
said: “We do not want to stop 
people from enjoying 
themselves. However, when in 
the process of having a good 
time, people organise or attend 
an illegal rave, not only are they 
committing an offence but are 
likely causing annoyance or even 
danger to other people living in 
the area, damaging property or 
endangering wildlife. 


“Obtaining early information is 
vital to preventing illegal raves. 
We rely on timely and reliable 
information about suspicious 
activity, or about where and 
when an event is being set up, in 
order to prevent them from 
taking place, once a rave has 
been established it can become 
difficult to clear. 

“This weekend, officers will be 
patrolling ‘hot spot’ locations, 
but we also need residents to be 
alert to suspicious activity, or 
unusual traffic movements and 
call us as soon as possible. 

“The force intelligence bureau 
picks up good leads about likely 
rave activity but the best 
information comes in from 
callers who report activity that 
is out of the ordinary. 

“Anyone looking to set up a 
rave will almost certainly carry 
out a reccy several days before 
the event. 


“If you notice any suspicious 
activity in your village, along a 
country road or around farm 
land, then please let us know.” 

Residents are reminded to 
consider the following tell-tale 
signs of a rave: 

n Posters or messages 
advertising a rave 
n Locks and chains on fields 
and private land being cut or 
tampered with 
n Large convoys of cars on 
quieter/rural roads 
n Sound equipment and 
marquees or tents being set up 
n Power generators being 
hired and brought onto 
land/rural locations 
n Flattened or disturbed 
hedgerows 

n Loud music and sound 
checks in locations were this 
would not be expected 
n Anyone acting suspiciously

A MAN is recovering in hospital 
after being stabbed in the stom¬ 
ach and face. 

Police are appealing for infor¬ 
mation after the 26-year-old sus¬ 
tained stab wounds following an 
incident in Abington on Sunday. 

The man was stabbed in the 
vicinity of Collingwood Road, in 


the section which runs between 
Cedar Road and Abington 
Avenue.

The victim was taken to 
Northampton General Hospital 
in a serious condition in the High 


Dependency Unit. He was oper¬ 
ated on and police confirmed he 
is now recovering well in hospi¬ 
tal. Police also said the injuries 
were not as serious as first 
thought. 

Road closures in this area of the 
town were put in place after the 
incident for a forensic examina¬ 
tion of the scene.

Busy street’s traffic shut-down up for discussion 



OPINIONS are being sought 
regarding the night-time closure 
of Bridge Street. 

The Safer Stronger 
Northampton Partnership is 
carrying out a survey and wants 
to hear the views of people who 
use the town centre at night to 
see if they feel it has made a 
difference on a busy evening. 

More than 300 people who 
own businesses or live in the 
town centre area will receive a 
survey through their door but 
anyone else who has an interest 
in the closure can complete the 
survey on Northampton Borough 
Council’s website. 

Northamptonshire Police will 
also be speaking to doorstaff 
and people out and about in the 
Bridge Street area this Friday to 
ask them about the closure. 

Bridge Street has been closed 
to traffic between 8pm and 4am 
on Friday and Saturday nights 
since November 28 under an 
experimental traffic order. 

After feedback from residents 
and businesses at the beginning 
of February, the closure time 
was put back to 10pm and the 
closure area was moved up from 
the bottom of Bridge Street to 
create a drop off and pick up 


point for vehicles. The aim of the 
closure is to create a safer 
environment that will attract 
people of all ages to use the 
pubs, clubs and restaurants in 
the town centre and to reduce 
the risk of crime and disorder. 

A spokesman for the Safer 
Stronger Northampton 
Partnership said: “We genuinely 
want to hear the views of as 
many people as possible. We 
would like to know if people 
think the Bridge Street closure 
has made a difference to the 
town and what they feel are the 


issues that it causes, if any. We 
have already listened to 
feedback and made changes and 
this is another opportunity for 
people to make their views 
known.” 

Surveys should be returned by 
Saturday, May 10. The views put 
forward will be included in the 
evaluation of the project which 
will take place soon. 

Anyone who wants to make a 
formal objection to the scheme 
must do so in writing to 
Northamptonshire County 
Council by Thursday, May 27.

Proposed rail link would have many benefits for passengers 


I SHARE John Lambert’s 
disgust (08/04), at Andrea 
Leadsom’s rant against the 
proposed HS2 rail link. 

As for its impact on her 
proposed constituency of 
South Northants, it only 
skirts the county to the 
west. 

Additionally, it would 
have minimal effect 
throughout the Chilterns 
being the combination that 
it would use the old track 
bed from the Great Central 
Railway, plus some of it 
being in a tunnel. 

If the nimbys of the 
Victorian era had had their 
way we would not even 
have what Mr Lambert 
describes as the laughing 
stock of Europe for a rail 
network. 

In an age when people are 


with current aversion to 
using public transport, 
should we really be shun¬ 
ning prospective improve¬ 
ment to rail services? 

While not a huge saving 
currently, it is just the first 
stage of the project and the 
time saving will be 
enhanced by running 
through onto existing lines 
further north it will be the 
gateway to much improved 
longer distance journeys, 
e.g. to Liverpool or 
Manchester or even fur¬ 
ther. Conservative trans¬ 
port spokesperson, Theresa 
Villiers believes that it can¬ 
not be done soon enough! 

Hs2 will be of great bene¬ 
fit to our county with paths 
being freed up on the cur¬ 
rent West Coast main line. 

Northampton should 


expect to be served by more 
trains, to a wider variety of 
destinations. 

More and faster com¬ 
muter services are very 
important like extra off 
peak trains, more varied 
stopping patterns and 
improved northbound 
services including a proper 
fast service to Birmingham 

Also, is Andrea not aware 
that in the 19th century, 
there was controversy 
about the railways creating 
a blot on the landscape? 

Nowadays many are 
accepted as scenic routes 
and much of the architec¬ 
ture a valued part of our 
heritage. Locally our own 
Harringworth Viaduct is a 
wonderful example.

Woodford, Thrapston, 
Stanwick and Raunds, as 
well as from Kettering, 
Wellingborough and 
Northampton. 

Shoppers frequented a 
High Street in which the 
Co-operative Society fur¬ 
nished the every need of its 
members. 

The presence of three 
other large food retail out¬ 
lets and a plethora of pri¬ 
vate shops and services 
ensured there was no com¬ 
placency what-so-ever. 

A regular train service 
linked the town with 
Northampton, Peterbor¬ 
ough and the East Coast 
resorts. 

The three-wheeled rail¬ 
way delivery vehicle was 
regularly to be seen deliver¬ 
ing parcels while the vehi¬ 
cles, both diesel and horse 
drawn, of the several coal 
merchants in the town hur¬ 
ried to be loaded from the 
coal-dock in the goods 
yard. 

Several dairies daily deliv¬ 
ered milk, five bakers pro¬ 
vided a delivery service sec¬ 
ond to none while the Co¬ 
op willingly delivered any¬ 
thing purchased from their 
many departments. 

Townspeople daily 
passed, and recognised the 
town clerk, the council sur¬ 
veyor, their councillors, the 
factory owner, the bank 
manager, the executives of 
the Mining Company, the 
rector and non-conformist 
ministers, the dentist and 
the two doctors; who all 
invariably lived in the town 
which they served. 

People knew each other, 
people knew who everyone 



was, and people mattered. 

Today, the town has more 
than doubled in size from 
when I was a child but 
every shoe factory and tan¬ 
nery has closed; the 
entrance to the mine is 
totally blocked; the railway, 
the station and the coal- 
dock are no more and our 
choice of destination by 
bus severely curtailed 
(totally on Sundays!); the 
Co-op is no more and 
shops in the High Street 
can be counted on the fin¬ 
gers of one’s hands. 

Irthlingborough has 
become a ‘dormitory town’ 
to which people come to 
sleep after working and 
shopping elsewhere. 

The Irthlingborough 
Historical Society is com¬ 
mitted to preserving mem¬ 
ories of the rich heritage of 
the place by collecting and 
regularly exhibiting photo¬ 
graphs and information of 
the town which has 
changed out of all recogni¬ 
tion. 

We have recently received 
Heritage Lottery Lunding 
which will enable us to 
record the memories of 
those who worked at the 
Co-operative Laundry in 
the town and would invite 
anyone who worked there 
to get in touch with us. 

The Laundry has now 
closed, the buildings will 
soon disappear, the site will 
be developed and that well- 
known local landmark, the 
Laundry chimney will soon 
be gone for ever, but mem¬ 
ories must be recorded.

THE redevelopment work at 
Silverstone will be given the 
royal seal of approval today. 

His Royal Highness Prince 
Andrew, the Duke of York, will 
officially launch a new era for the 
Northamptonshire circuit, which 
will debut its brand-new Arena 
complex for this year’s Grand 
Prix. 

The circuit has enjoyed a spec¬ 
tacular last 12 months, securing 
the British round of the MotoGP 
and signing a 17-year deal with 
Bernie Ecclestone to host the FI 
British Grand Prix, following the 
demise of Donington Park. 

Damon Hill, President of the 
British Racing Drivers’ Club 
(BRDC, owners of Silverstone, 
said: “There were sleepless nights 
and many stressful moments. We 
think we have produced a race 
track of the future - it looks like it 
has the potential to be a real cork¬ 
er. 

“What’s been achieved at 
Silverstone is down to the deter¬ 
mination and hard work of a ded¬ 
icated team but we can’t be com¬ 


placent; you only have to look 
across the Channel and see the 
effects on French motorsport, 
now that it doesn’t have a grand 
prix anymore. 

“We think we have the world’s 
greatest race track and I’m fight¬ 
ing tooth and nail to make sure it 
stays that way.” 

Mr Hill is confident that drivers 
will enjoy the new track configu¬ 
ration, despite the much-loved 
Bridge corner no longer being 
part of the grand prix set-up. 

He said: “I’m not sure drivers 
will ever be satisfied with what 


they get but we’ve created some 
challenging corners as well as 
overtaking opportunities. 

“What’s important is that we 
have a circuit to test the world at a 
track that has a rich history and 
heritage.” 

Fans will get the opportunity to 
cycle around the new circuit this 
weekend as part of the 
Silverstone Supercar event. Ticket 
holders for the event will be able 
to ride around the circuit free of 
charge.

THE former head of trading standards at the 
county council has been awarded an MBE.

NINE out of ten children have been allocated 
the first preference place for primary school 
in September, official figures have revealed. 

Northamptonshire County Council said out 
of 8,027 reception applications 7,169 have first 
choice slots - a total of 89 per cent. 

Eight per cent, 622 pupils were given second 


or third preference while three per cent, 236 
youngsters, were given an alternative. 

Last year, 7,204 out of 7,951 applications - 91 
per cent - were awarded their first choice 
place. 

Of this year’s 1,804 junior intake, 1,711 were 
given their first choice, 45 were awarded their 
second while 48 were given an alternative. 

A spokesman for the county council said: 
“We make every effort to ensure pupils are 


allocated to one of their preferred schools. 
Early figures show that 97 per cent of pupils 
have been allocated one of their three prefer¬ 
ences, with 89 per cent receiving their first 
preference. For anyone unhappy with the 
place their child has been allocated, details of 
the appeals process will be provided with the 
allocation letters and information about how 
to appeal is available on our website 
www.northamptonshire.gov.uk.”

SINGLETONS are being warned 
by police after an online scam 
for money targeted dating web¬ 
sites. 

Northamptonshire Police are 
warning members of the public to 
be aware of internet fraudsters 
targeting single men and women 
who are searching for love and 
friendship. 


A growing number of people are 
becoming victims of a money 
laundering scam as criminals use 
psychological tricks to lure their 
victims in, build their trust and 
steal their money. 

Once a relationship is formed, 
the fraudster eventually mentions 
they are in dire need of cash for a 
specific reason, resulting in the 
victim offering to help financially. 

Police said the money is sent 
directly to the criminal, usually 
based abroad, by money transfer 


agents or via a third party’s bank 
account. 

Detective Sergeant John Hayes, 
Head of Northamptonshire Police 
Economic Crime unit said: 
“People need to be vigilant, they 
must ensure their actions are not 
assisting criminals to launder 
stolen money. 

“If they have concerns about 
being involved in this type of 
scam they should contact 
Northamptonshire police or 
Crimestoppers in confidence.”

Luggage space is more than 
generous, too. When configured as a 
five-seater the new model has 885 
litres of load space available, which 
grows to a maximum of 2,297 litres if 
only the front two seats are in use. 

Central to the new car’s 
development has been the intelligent 
and extremely versatile seating 
concept - the new Alhambra comes 
with seating for five, six or seven. 

Unlike its predecessor, if more 
storage room is called for the second 
and third row seats don’t have to be 
removed and instead they can be 
sunk easily into the vehicle floor 
using the ‘easy-fold’ system. 

The middle row seats can also be 
arranged longitudinally, with 
integrated child seats available as an 
option. 

Looks-wise, the new Alhambra 
clearly conveys its dynamic character 
through its design.

The sleek side profile shows great 
technical precision, with the sliding 
doors perfectly integrated. 

The Alhambra is also equipped with 


state-of-the-art technology through¬ 
out. There’s the new engine line-up, 
where the TSI and both TDI power 
units are equipped with direct fuel 
injection and turbocharging, a Start- 
Stop system and brake energy 
recovery technology. 

State-of-the-art and innovative 
technologies offered as optional 
equipment include the bi-xenon 
headlamps with adaptive control and 
new full beam assistant where a 
sensor detects oncoming vehicles 
and automatically dips the beam. 

Also new is the park/steer assistant, 
which autonomously manoeuvres the 
Alhambra into tight parking spaces. 

A rear view camera delivers an 
image of the world behind the vehicle 
while the optional panorama sliding 
roof has an opening that is 300 per 
cent larger than a conventional 
sunroof. 

Standard safety equipment is well 
above the industry average and 
encompasses seven airbags, including 
a driver-side knee airbag and electric 
child locks on the rear doors.

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Keating Euro gold 
makes Brit history 


GYMNASTICS 

DANIEL Keatings made 
history by becoming the 
first British male gymnast to 
claim a gold medal at the 
European Championships in 
Birmingham on Sunday. 

Northamptonshire’s 
Keatings scored 15.600 on 
the pommel horse to beat 
team-mate Louis Smith and 
secure a one-two on the 
podium for Great Britain. 

The 20-year-old, who 
claimed a silver medal in the 
All-Around event at the 
World Championships last 
year, had fallen off the horse 
during the team competition 
the day before, and admitted 
that he had been keen to 
make up for that. 

“There were two ways I 
could have taken it,” he said. 
“I could have let it affect me 
and get really down, but I 
took it the other way. 

“My first move was 
probably the best I have 


ever done. Then as soon as I 
got past the one that I fell 
on the day before I knew I 
would be alright. 

“I’ve seen a picture in the 
paper of me smiling before I 
had even landed on one of 
the moves, so I knew at that 
point it had gone well.” 

As well as being the first 
British male to win a 
European Championship, 
Keatings is also the first 
from this country to win 
gold at this level or higher. 

He said: “It’s up there with 
winning my medal in the 
World Championships. In the 
World Championships it took 
a while for it to sink in, but it 
did with this straight away.” 

Keatings is now focusing 
on this year’s World 
Championships, which 
means he will miss out on 
the chance to represent 
Scotland again in the 
Commonwealth Games as 
there is a clash of dates 
with the two events.

JIM Mallinder could have been forgiven 
for being downbeat following 
Northampton Saints’ second one point 
defeat in as many games. Instead he is 
eyeing a home semi-final showdown 
with Saturday’s conquerers Saracens.

THE play-off dream is still alive for 
Northampton Town as they head into their 
penultimate game of the season away to 
Bradford City on Saturday.
